The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: US 
2001/0051757 provides evidence at paragraph [0013] that EUO zeolites having 
otherwise similar compositions would be expected to exhibit "T" (aluminum) 
atoms is differing location in the framework depending upon the structure 
direction agent employed. This difference would be expected to persist even 
after calcination. The instant specification includes convincing evidence that the 
particular zeolites of the instant claims include structural characteristics different 
from the those of the prior art as shown by the improved selectivity in the 
hydroisomerization of n-heptane. Consistent with the instant specification and

practice in the relevant art, the term "alkyl quinuclidinium derivatives" is 
construed as denoting the alkyl derivatives of quinuclidinium.
